(ii) The Certificate of Registration for Methoxy Ethyl Mercury Chloride (MEMC) as 
seed dresser in respect of those registrants who shall not provide modified 
labels/leaflets along with container to the Registration Committee shall be 


cancelled; 
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(iii) The State Governments shall have power to take such steps under the relevant 
provisions of the Act and Rules as they may deem fit for the execution of these 
Orders in the State concerned.

shall be bamied conqjletely from the date of publication of this Order; 

(iii) Manufitcturing licenses for formulation and formulation activity of Aldicarb, 
Chlorbenzilate, Diekfrin, Ethylene Dibromide (EDB), Maleic Hydiazide and 
Trichloro Acetic Acid (TCA) shall be con:q)letetyii|pumed from the date of expiry 
of technical grade material already available with the manufacturer or importer or 
for a period of two years from the date of publication of this Order, whichever is 
earlier; 

(iv) Marketing and use of formulations of Aldkarb, Chlorbemdlate, Dieldrin,

from the date publication of this Order whichever is earlier.
